REs FRONT DOOR 

Mr. Rublno noted that at least two congressional 
committees will be involved in this matter and their personnel 
will require back^ound investigations that will lead to the 
issuance of security clearances. The requests will come from the 
Hill to the Office of Legislative Affairs (OLA), DOJ, and 
thereafter to Mr. Rubino's office. Mr. Rubino will forward the 
written revests to the FBI authorizing the investigation. These 
requests will contain the investigative requirements for 
conducting "^e security cleareince investigations in accordance 
with Executive Order 12356 and other applicable regulations. No 
investigation will be instituted until a completed SF-86 and 
supplement is received by Mr. Rubino. These investigations will 
be hemdled like those which are conducted on Departmental 
Attorneys. The scope will be fifteen years and the Department 
will obtain release forms and conduct a check of tax records. 

The Department will also receive requests for investigations 
regarding the independent counsel's staff, as well as those 
involving defense attorneys eind their staff members. Requests 
for background investigations involving the "Tower Commission", 
however, will come from the White House rather than DOJ. The 
Special Tribunal will continue to make their requests to the 
Director of the FBI. 

Representatives of the FBI and DOJ will continue to 
meet regarding these matters to insure these investigations are 
conducted as promptly as possible with the existing availability 
of FBI resources.

My reasons for releasing this statement and breaking 
a professional code of silence is to put in its proper perspec¬ 
tive certain erroneous^peculations by the media concerning 
Vi ce President G eoraW^ush and members of his staff. Essential 
(yy points are as followT"^ 

1. On January 22, 1985 and on May 1, '1986, I met 
with the Vice President in Washington, D.C. On May 20, 1986 
we met briefly in Miami. At no point in any of these meetings 
were operations connected with the Nicaraguan Freedom Fighters 
discussed or mentioned in any way or form. 

2. I moved to El Salvador on March-15, 1985, to try 
to implement the helicopter concept which 1 developed in Viet 
Nam in order to help the people of El Salvador erradicate 
communist insurgency in that country. The success of this 
concept is supported by official statistics showing-considerable 
guerrilla reduction in that country. Members of the Administra¬ 
tion, U.S. Armed Forces and some members of Congress have been 
briefed to that effect.

i';'^’**jphvolved with the group supporting the Nicaraguan freedom 

ighters. I neither had knowledge of their funding.nor control 
over this^^roup personnel. I never discussed .this involvement 
with Mr^y ^^regg or any .one in the Vice President's staff until 
August"^, 198~6, as described in the chronology released by the 
Vice President's office. However, I must add that my main 
concern was with the qualifications and conduct of key personnel 
directing the supply network. 

I have been deeply concerned with inaccurate and 
repeated allegations in the media which appear to doubt the 
truthfulness of what the Vice President and members of his staff 
have said. I hope that this statement, which covers all points 
fully discussed in my testj.nony, will end these erroneous and 
unfair speculations. 


In closing, I wish to state that after losing my 
native country to communism, my actions have been always '' 
inspired by strong personal convictions of the need to promote 
democracy in this hemisphere considering it to be in the best 
interest of the United States.
